The whole of this bill Gi vernor Stanford 
[laid, leaving the society iu debt to him 
$1.800. 
This has never been paid, nor has 
the interest upon it been discharged, the 
financial situation of the society having never 
enabled it to make payment, in its judgment. 
Some seven years ago Governor Stanford's 
horse Occident won $2,000 worth of plate 
for fiint time made a t a fair of the society. 
This plate was net claimed, b ut by consent 
of the owner of the winner has been each 
year put up to be trotted for by pome horse 
to beat Occident’s time, but it has never U'en 
wor, and still remains in the bands of the 
society. 
I t i s now learned fr m officers of 
the Agricultural Society- th at recently they 
went to Governor Stanford and acknowledged 
the indebtedness of the society, and were 
about to propose a plan for its payment, 
when the Governor himself proposed to wipe 
out the whole m atter by making of the two 
sums of money a jierpetual endowment fund 
to produce a stake to ho annually- trotted for. 
The interest on the $1.800 added to the $2,000 
plate made u p ' a sum between $5,600 and 
$5,800. 
Governor Stanford proposed th at 
the sum be agreed upon a t $4,000, the inter­ 
est of which shall be paid annually by the 
society (so as to amount to $100) with a fund 
to procure each year a coin silvar cup of the 
value of $400, which shall be added to a stake 
to he made by the society, under such regu­ 
lations as it shall make as to amount and en­ 
trance, to be trotted for at the State Fair 
races each year by California three year 
olds, the horses to he entered in each case 
eighteen months in advar.ee of the race. The 
proposition is considered by the officers to be 
one of the broadest lilterality, and to be an 
endowment directly in the interest of stock 
advancement. 
It will come 1mfore the Board 
at its next meeting, aud will undoubtedly ite 
,accepted with thanks, as it is a full discharge 
from an indebtedness which has been the oc­ 
casion of no little embaí rassmect, the So­ 
ciety always feeling th at the payment ought 
not to be delayed, hut never before having 
worked itself tip to a sq uare acknowledgment 
of it.

L ondon, September 21.—The resolution of 
Thomas P. O’Connor, H om f Rule member 
for Galway, th at it is no longer just or ex­ 
pedient th at all measures for the improve­ 
m ent of the condition of the people of Eng­ 
land, Ireland anil Scotland should be at the 
luercv of a body consisting of legislators 
hereditary and irresponsible, was moved in 
the House of Commons in the small hours of 
W ednesday morniDg, after the passsage cf 
the burials bill, and was seconded by La- 
bouchere, Liberal member for Northampton. 
The M arquis of Harrington humorously de­ 
precated the raising of a great constitutional 
question a t half-past 3 o’clork in the morn­ 
ing. 
H e said he hoped the House would pro­ 
ceed with as little delay as possible to the 
more serious business before it.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Kx R outs to F olsom.—Yesterday OharleB 
3prout, alias Michael McCarty, and Charlea 
I). Wood», of this city, passed through from 
Woodland, en route for the Folsom State 
Vrison, in charge of Sheriff Kahm, und6r 
sentence of one year each for burglary com­ 
mitted up the river in Yolo county by steal­ 
ing 1,0)0 packs out of a building and a boat, 
with which they got away with their plun­ 
der. The owner of the property at the tiras 
of the burglary followed up the trail con­ 
necting them witli it and found the property 
secreted ia the brush by the river, where it 
had been carried from the boat. The parties 
Were soon after discovered, and Woods de­ 
clared he could not be taken, and started to 
draw a revolver, when the owner of the 
etoleu property struck him with his fist in 
the auricular region, leveling him with the 
ground in the vicinity, aud it was thought at 
first had aaved the expense of a trial by hav­ 
ing broken his neck. 
He soon, however, dis­ 
appointed his pursuer by unnecessarily re­ 
suming life, but adjourned all further resist­ 
ance. They were taken to Woodland, when 
they pleaded guilty and were sentenced as 
above stated. Sprout gave the name of Miko 
McCarty, and it v.-as not known to be an 
alias until the Sheriff reached this city with 
him yesterday en route to Folsom, when he 
was at once recognized by the police as 
Charles Sprout, of this city. They are both 
well-known to the ,>olice, having been pre­ 
viously sent up for a term in San Quentin 
from this county. 


T h e R eason W hy.—The proclamation of 
I roveruor Perkins, declaring September Oth 
a legal holiday, gives these reasons for the 
action taken : “ Whereas petiti ons have been 
received by me from the cities of San Fran­ 
cisco, Sacramento and Oakland, signed by 
the leading citizens thereof, and personal re­ 
quests have been made to me by citizens 
from different portions of the State, asking 
that Thursday, the 9th day of September, be 
declared a legal holiday, it being the thirtieth 
anuivorsarv ot the admission of California 
into tho Union; and, whereas, the law re­ 
quires the State troops to parade on that 
day, and as stated by t!ie petitioners, most of 
♦fie young men who are members of com­ 
panies are so employed that unless the occa­ 
sion is made a legal holiday they cannot par­ 
ticipate in the parade ; 
and, whereas, his 
Excellency, the President of the United 
States, is expected to arrive on that date, a 
jus: - !¡u,o of propriety and respect to the 
Chief Magistrate of the nation would seem 
to demand from us some such recogniti >n : 
now, therefore, I, George G. Perkins, Gov­ 
ernor of the State < f California, by authority 
of the power vested in me, do hereby appoint 
Thursday, the 9:h day of September, lftSO, a 
public holiday, aud earnestly request that all 
ri.-i¡. :-s he su-oxiided on that day throughout 
the State, and that the citizens thereof de­ 
vote themselves to rational pleasures and en­ 
joyments."

Exhibits from the Records of the State 
Board of Equalization. 


Below are given figures of assessment val­ 
ues for 18S9, as appear ia reports on file with ; 
the SUte Board of Equalization. About all 
of the Assessors have filed their reports. But 
very few have been found correct, and the 
Auditors’ reports sent in subsequently have 
been taken as the basis of calculations. Even 
these reports were as full of errors as those 
of the Assessors, and it has been only with 
the greatest difficulty that the Board and its 
clerk have been able to make county officers 
understand what it was necessary for the As­ 
sessors and Auditors to report, in order to ar­ 
rive at the facts de.-ired by the Board. These 
facts are not all required by the law to be re­ 
ported, and some of the officers, aware of this, 
have sent back in response to the requests 
of the Board letters which are not to 
be characterized as otherwise than unman­ 
nerly. 
In a few cases absolute refusal has 
been made to give the statistical returns 
asked for. 
Very few of tho calculations 
made by Asses--is aud Auditors have been 
found correct, the errors amounting to from 
-SlOO.OOU to 51,000.000 in several reports. 
These errors arise mainly from misapprehen­ 
sion in regard to the return of mortgage and 
trust deed values, the deductions from really 
and personalty, the deductions for unse­ 
cured debts, and the proper return of the 
assessed vaiue of solvent 
credits. 
The 
following table presents the totals of five 
counth - in which accu-ate and full, or very 
cearlv full, reports, »s desired, have been ob­ 
tained. 
Part of the table is drawn from Au­ 
ditors' and part from Assessors’ reports, and 
it embraces all the reports, the calculations 
of which have been proven by experts. Of the 
remainder, publication will be mu 1e^ from 
day to day, as completed. The exhibit will 
be found to be one of much value to reflecting 
taxpayers. There is given, wherever compari­ 
son is'possible, the figures from the reports 
for 1879, that such comparativa value as they 
possess may he availed of. _ In those columns 
where no date appears, it is to be understood 
that the report is of this year :

sold to a Chinawoman, anil a pair of diamond 
ear-rings and other jewelry had had the stones 
take n and pounded out of shape to prevent 
their being identified. 
He also found that 
the articles were sold and disposed of by Mc­ 
Clintock aud Woods, both of whom were 
known by a party who saw them have the ar­ 
ticles. 
Woods yesterday passed through the 
city en route from Woodland to Folsom 
Prison under sentence fora subsequent burg­ 
lary, committed up the river, in Yolo county, 
t.nd McClintock, who had just returned from 
Lis trip to dispose of the property, was imme­ 
diately arrested, and will probably have an 
examination to day.

The Citizens’ Committee, appointed to ar­ 
range for the reception of the President of 
the United States, met at the Court-house 
last evening, Mayor Turner presiding. Pres­ 
ent—Senator Newton Booth, George Cad- 
walader, C. H. Cummings, A. P. Catlin, T. 
M. Lindley, I. N. Hoag, J. H. Carroll, W. 
A. Henry, Albert Gallatin, James I. Felter, 
D. Lubin, C. H. Hubbard, Win. H. Mills, 
H. M. Larue, James McClatchy, Truttee 
Jerome C. Davis. Adjutant-General Backus, 
Superintendent Pratt, Supervisor Wilson. 
In behalf of Fred. Cox, one or the com­ 
mittee, it was announced that illness pre­ 
vented his attendance, but that he Would act 
cordially with the committee. 
Iu liehalf of W. G. Hoppiuv, one of the 
committee, it wav stated that he was absent 
because of temporary 
indisposition, 
but 
would act with the committee heartily here­ 
after. 
The matter of the date of the Presiden t’s 
arrival was discussed, and statements made 
by General Backus and 
Superintendent 
Pratt, and it was finally arrived at that the 
present plan of the excursionists is to arrive 
here on the 9th, but at what hour in the 
forenoon is not now known, but will be some 
forty-eight hours in advance. The desire of 
the San Francisco and Oakland Reception 
Committees is to have the party arrive at 
Oakland at 11 A. 11.. at the Sixteenth-street 
statiou, where he will be received. 
Should 
the party approach ihis coast at a date too 
early for that pi m. Senator Sharon will 
escort it to Virginia ; otherwise i: will come 
on direct. 
The meeting, by resolution, requested tbs 
President of the State Agricultural Society 
to act with and accompany iis committee to 
the State line to welcome the President. 
Governor Perkins came in during the 
meeting, and in response to the Chair, ac­ 
ceded to the request to accompany the com­ 
mittee to the State line, and act as its Chair­ 
man, and welcome the Presidential party on 
the eastern borders of the State. 
That com­ 
mittee now consists of Governor Perkins, 
Mayor Turner, Senator Booth aud President 
11. M. Larue. 
Mr. Larue being called upon relative to hi: 
visit to Governor Stanford, stated that asv 
eral of the officers and Directors of the State 
Board of Agriculture hail called upon Gov­ 
ernor Stanford, and requested him in behalf 
of the Board and the citizens of Sacramento, 
to act as special host to the Presidential 
party during its stay in Sacramento. 
The 
Governor replied that he felt a great delicacy 
about doing so. He eaid ha had been spoken 
to about it, and had given a qualified reply. 
He did not wish to assume to himself to ask 
the President to be his guest. 
Mr. Larue 
responded that the Board and citizens were 
prepared to receive and entertain the party, 
but none of the 
Board had a mansion 
adapted, 
and 
the 
request was 
made 
by 
the 
people 
of 
Sacramento 
and 
by 
the 
Board, 
because 
of the well- 
known hospitality of Governor Stanford, his 
known willingness to oblige, and because, 
having been Governor oí the State of Cali­ 
fornia, and an old citizen of the capital city, 
it was deemed eminently proper. 
YY’here- 
upon Governor Stanford said that if it was 
the request of the citizens and the Board, and 
he was invited in their behalf, he would 
cheerfully come to Sacramento and entertain 
the Presidential party in his home, with such 
hospitality a» became a citizen of California 
and the gueRts the city of Sacramento was to 
receive. 
Mr. McClatchy, at the conclusion of the 
statement of Mr. Larue, moved, and it w as 
adopted unanimously, that the committee, on 
behalf of the citizens of Sacramento, request 
Governor Lelaud Stanford to act as special 
host iu their behalf to the President and his 
party, aud entertain them at his residence. 
The matter was then discussed as to wh it 
should be the procedure on the passage of the 
party through the city on the 9th instant, 
and it was finally agreed that the publio ac­ 
knowledgment of the coming of the Presi­ 
dent should be entirc-ly informal, all cere­ 
mony being reserved until his formal recep­ 
tion on the 2l»t and 22d. But it was anreed 
that if the hour of arrival on the 9ih is ap­ 
propriate that notice be given and the people 
requested to assemble at the depot, and that 
the President be introduced to the people; 
that to that end Superintendent Pratt be re­ 
quested to have the depot cleared of cars, if 
possible, that the people may assemble there­ 
in ; that a band of music be enraged to be 
present, arid proper salutes be fired; »1 o 
that a ar be prepared and properly decorated, 
, which may serve as a rostrum and that the 
I whole of these possible arrangements be cum- 
j niitted to the discretion ot a committee, 
i which the (.'hair named as follows : George 
I Cadwalader, Albert Gallatin and T. M. Lind­ 
ley.

believing that by this publication we may give 
our thoughts auj experiences to others—to 
whom they may be of benefit—we shall pro­ 
ceed. Before doing so, however, we wish to 
refute the erroneous opinions and speculations 
of interested and disinterested persons, as it 
will enable us to make ourselves more clearly 
understood. 
In the first place, economy iu 
gas bills has been put forth as a motive. 
YY'e 
shall have no difficulty in proving this sup­ 
position to Le without foundation. 
For argu­ 
ment’s sake, let us say that ourgasbill amounts 
to $250 per month, which sum is nearly double 
the real cost. 
If we were to keep open until 
say S o'clock P. M., we should burn gas on an 
average three hours per night. 
Multiplying 
this amount by twenty-six (the number of 
business days in a month), and we find that 
we would in the course of a month burn gas 
for seventy-eight hours. 
By dividing $250 
by 78, we ascertain that the co3t is a 
fraction over $3 20 per hour; but, as we 
stated before, this is nearly double the real 
average cost. To thow clearly that there is 
no tiuth i.i the assertion that we close our 
stores because we would save on gas bill, we 
shall continue: Divide the $3 20 between 
the five stores, and the result is 64 cents to 
each store per hour. 
Therefore, it is not 
more than the Cost of lighting any other tirst- 
class retail store in the city. Now, does it 
pay the others to keep open ? It ceriainly 
doe3, else they would close. 
YY’e believe that 
it is scarcely necessary for us to demonstrate 
that if it pays other stores, which scarcely 
have more than a customer or so in them be­ 
tween the hours of 7 and S, that it would 
pay us, especially when our stores arc 
visited by many people at almost all hours. 
From statistics taken during 1879, we ascer­ 
tain that iu an ordinary week, when trade 
was quiet, our sales between 7 and 8 o'clock 
p. M. averaged $100 per night, omitting 
Saturdays, making $500 per week; $2,000 
per month ; or $24,000 per year. Now, were 
we to strike an average this year, aqd take 
into consideration the better facilities, larger 
space, increased stock and increased trade, 
and not forgotting to take into consideration 
the busy season, we repeat that taking all 
these facts into consideration, the resul; would 
perhaps exceed the amount given to a con­ 
siderable extent; thus showing that our gas 
bills have no bearing whatever upon this 
subject. Tho second assertion is, “ that we 
close because we want the sympathy of the 
people—especially the workingmen, because 
we wish to toady to their ideas of concessiou 
to labor, etc.” To this we reply that we, as 
business men, study and aim to understand 
the laws governing trade, we know that 
dealing justly and giving the best value for 
the money is a more profitable article than 
pure sympathy. 
YY'e admit, however, tiiat 
the latter ha* some value, but only when 
combined with justice and best value. 
By 
itself it is almost useless, heuce we could not 
profit by it alone. 
Now, 
as for 
the 
toadying to workingmen, we shall prove 
that to be false. 
YVe toady to no one. 
YVe say to the workingman : 
YVe will give 
you full value for the money ; in fact, the 
best value that your money can purchase. 
YY'e shall import your necessities direct from 
the manufacturers, and will save you the ex­ 
pense of paying profits to several middlemen. 
YY'e shall have i>ut one measure, one weight, 
and one price for you all. YY'e shall protect 
your interests by establishing a just value, 
and a just price, not alone in our ftore, and 
iu our city, but throughout ilie entire I’&cific 
coast. 
You shall no longer suffer robbery, 
extortion or swindling; 
your hard-earned 
money shall be of more benefit to you than 
foririt-ily, but yon must come before 7 o’clock, 
or you will find our stores closed. The toad­ 
ies" are those small, picayune dealers, who 
will keep their stores open for you until late 
in the night; in fact, who scarcely have a 
d y for themselves ; who will perhaps open 
shop for you as readily as a bunko dealer; 
who are ready for a deal at any hour of the day 
or night. But. says the laborer, how can I 
buy of you? You "pen your store at 7 A. M.; 
at that time I am already at work. At noon 
1 have no time to spare. 
In the even­ 
ing, 
before 
I 
can get ready 
to 
go 
down 
to 
your store, you. 
are closed. 
This argument looks plausible, but is not cou- 
clnsive ; because, fiiwt, our system of doing 
business is such that you can purchase a suit 
of clothes, boot.* r s'i * *. diy goods, in fact 
everything which you may neeil, in a com­ 
paratively eh it spuee. f time. You have only 
to select what you want, pay for it, and the 
transaction is finish»-I. 
You need waste no 
time in bargaining or beating d nvn of price ; 
that will be of no avail. 
Hence, as trading 
at our house mear * but selection and pay­ 
ment, yon ca i readily select what you want 
in a much shorter time at our house, than you 
can iu a house given to bargaining. The 
surest guarantee th.it yon have, that it is for 
our interest to do what we claim, is the fact 
that were we :o do otherwise in such a small 
community 
a* 
Sacramento, a liou-e of 
our extent would be bankrupt in a month ; 
whereas a small concern might do the opposite 
fur years. Now, since we have shown 
clearly that you can obtain your supplies 
in a very s h u t‘space of time, 
we be­ 
lieve that 
you 
cau 
readily tied time 
without much 
l isa or annoyance. 
Be­ 
sides, don’t forget that even though it is 
nut so convenient, you are helping to eman­ 
cipate a fellow workman from an unnecessary 
hour’s work ; but «part from that it shall be 
our business to give you such good value for 
your money that you will find it not only 
convenient, but of substantial interest to 
come to our stores before 7 P. M., and should 
it be impossible for you to coma during the 
first five days of the week, you can come 
Saturday night, when we keep open until 10 
P. M. ; beside*, we keep open on pay days at 
the railroad shop*, and at holiday tunes. 
Now if it is po sible for workingmen (whose 
spare time i* limited) to obtain their necessi­ 
ties at our hon*e, then it is as easy and per­ 
haps easier for tlm-e who have more leisure. 
But are not the ladies put to c-m.-i lerable 
iaconvtni- nee ? YY'e answer r.o, not a parti­ 
cle ;

a chance for study ; this ha experienced even 
then. 
Harness a boy to a trade or business 
that gives him no time for recreation or 
study,and you warp his miud, stunt his intel­ 
lect, kili his spirit aud energy, and in a few 
years he becomes ahúman machine, fit only to 
perform the routine work like a mule or horse, 
and such is really the case with the working 
people of Europe. The other partner had 
even a worse experience; he was brought up 
as a clerk in a retail store ; where the rule 
was early to work, and keep on working un­ 
til near midnight. A time for rest was only 
given because it was absolutely necessary in 
order to sustain life. 
By some fortunate cir­ 
cumstances these conditions of slavish servi­ 
tude were changed and opportunities were 
given uuder more favorable conditions of 
shortened hours fur labor, so that more time 
was available for study and improvement. 
YY'e owe our su ccts in life to the shortened 
hours of labor, and applying those hours to 
the improvement und cultivation of our 
minds, hence we were determined to cloee 
our business at such an hour that would give 
our employes these chances, and we fee 
that it is appreciated, and iu time is bound to 
resultfavorablytothem. Somemay say, Why 
did you notdo this before, seeingthat you knew 
it to be a necessary good ? 
YY’e answer that 
the fact became more clear and apparent as 
we gained practical experience. 
YY'e feel 
sure now that we are right, and propose to 
continue stiadfast in our belief. Further­ 
more, we shall feel even more happy when 
we shall 1 e able to announce that we will 
close at 6 P. M , which we trust may not be 
a long time from now.

little of its father. One day, upon observing 
its playfellow, who was a neighbor, sitting 
upon the lap of its fitiier, it came running to 
it* mother, and with a trembling voice said: 
“ Mamma, why don’t papa play with me like 
other papas play with th,-ir children ? YY'hy 
don’t papa come home at all ? Don’t he love 
me?” How these poor creatures starve—not 
for bread, but for the tuve of their parents. 
YY’hat is the result? In a few years the time 
passes wheu affection, 1-ve, truth snd virtue 
can be surely inculcated. The father is ab­ 
sent, and unless the wife can take ; le place 
of both father and mother, then God help 
the poor child.
